-A settlement has been made with 
the other two heirs, George G. Ran- 
ney and Florence Ranney Parmiter, 
in which the City has taken over as 
its one-sixth interest in the estate 
the foliowing property: 

Lots 26 and 27 of Lot 1, Block 241, 
Ranney’s Sub. 

Lots 4, 5. 6, 7, 8, 9, and 10, Lot 1, 
Block 241, Ramuey’s Sub., represent- 
ing approximately 100 feét on S 
Cedar-st and 154 feet on E. Michi- 
gan-av. 

These lots were taken subject to 
the balance due on repaving Mich- 
igan-av. 

In accepting these Icts the (ity 
Council, on April 1, 1926, signed off 
as an heir to the estate and was 


freed from any expense as to the 
administration of the estate, inheri- 
tance tax, etc., which was assumed 
by the heirs mentioned above.

livered to Moores-Weed Co., as pay- 
ment on said property; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That 
the City of Lansing hereby acknowl- 
edges itself indebted to said Fund in 
the sum of $8,700.00. 

Be It Further Resolved: That the 
City Clerk be and is hereby directed 
to draw an order on the City of 
Lansing on the ist day of May, 1927, 
for the sum of $2,175.00, together 
with interest on the whole amount 
at the rate of 6 percent per annum 
and that on May ist, 1928, a like 
amount with interest at the rate of 
6 percent per annum and May ist, 
1929, a like amount with interest at 
the same rate and the balance with 
intercst at said rate on May tist, 
1930.

Fund that may be appropriated for 
said purpose by the City Council 
and if no fund is appropriated for 
this specific pupose, that said order 
be drawn on the Contingent Fund 
ana the same t> be deposited with 
the Treasrer of the City of Lansing 
for the benefit of the Fund for which 
the original murey belong:.
